REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The 2004 Town Report is a good source for comprehensive information on town programs, 
department activities and events of the past year. The report also provides an introduction and 
insight into anticipated issues or concerns that will be facing the Town and its officials in 2005 
and future years. Town officials and departments strive to include in their reports information 
on current activities, as well as challenges and plans for the future. When we come together as 
a Town at our Annual Meeting in March, voters will have an opportunity to deliberate and 
make decisions that will determine the course Swanzey will chart in 2005 and into the future. 


Several projects initiated in prior years continued to require the Board’s attention in 2004 and 

will continue to in 2005. 

> June completion of design work related to the West Street Bridge reconstruction 
resulted in Selectmen deferring bidding of the project until late fall. Unfortunately, 
continued deterioration of the bridge resulted in placement of a 3 ton load limit at the 
crossing in the fall until NH DOT could perform work that would allow the culvert 
structures to safely support legal loads. Re-construction of this bridge, at a bid price of 
approximately $540,000, is expected to begin in late March. State bridge aid will be 
funding 80% of this project’s cost. 

> Sewer construction, anticipated in North Swanzey since the early 1980’s, began in July. 
The North Swanzey Project also includes infrastructure improvements related to water 
distribution, roads and drainage, with the idea that the road is dug up only once. 
Coordinating this work has taken extra effort on the part of Town and Precinct officials, 
as well as the staff of both organizations. To date, comments about the work completed 
on the northeast side of Wilson Pond have been positive. We are looking forward to 
spring when construction resumes on the south end of Wilson Pond, Route 32 and the 
surrounding neighborhoods. 

> The Town-wide Revaluation Project, initiated in 2003, has (for the most part) been 
completed, with the new assessed values set in the fall of 2004. Some work is ongoing, 
with the NH Department of Revenue being charged with monitoring the Town’s 
assessment practices. A full report of the Town’s taxable value is included in this 
annual report. Assessment information about individual parcels can be viewed on line 
at www.visionappraisal.com. In addition, a workstation at Town Hall is dedicated to 
providing public access to current property assessments and ownership information. 

> In August of 2004, Dawn Rice was hired as Carpenter Home Administrator and brings 
to the position significant experience in the health care field including her Register 
Nurse credentials. The financial position of the Carpenter Home Special Revenue Fund 
has continued to improve in 2004. Resident room and board revenues brought the 
operation close to breaking even this year. The home’s mission of service and its public 
lands make it an invaluable asset to the community. 

> Town line perambulation (walking and marking of the lines between towns), required by 
State statute to be completed every seven years, has continued in 2004 with 
perambulation of sections of the Town lines shared with Winchester and Keene. This 
work was completed by Selectman Faulkner and representatives of the neighboring 
towns. This year’s perambulation has included the collection of GPS location data for 
the Town line markers which should ease this task for those who may have to complete 
it in future years. 


The responsibilities of the Town continue to grow as does the Town - the 2004 population, as 
determined by the State of NH, was 7,009 residents. Several new housing developments are 
underway that include a mix of housing types. Commercial development has also continued. 
The Planning Board and Zoning Board of Adjustment, as well as the Code Enforcement Officer, 
have seen increases in the number of applications received. Full detail on the activities of 
these boards and the Town’s Code Enforcement Officer can be found in their annual reports. 


The Town’s road network also increased during 2004 with several roads accepted by Selectmen 
as part of development proposals brought to the Planning Board (including Safford Drive and 
an additional section C.L. Lane). 


Selectmen also utilized the statutory process authorized at Town Meeting 2004 to accept one 
conservation easement over land owned by Emile and Nancy Legere adjacent to the Town’s Mill 
K and conservation parcel off of Matthews Road and declined another conservation easement 
offered by Evergreen Knoll Limited Partnership as a result of Town Boards and public concerns 
over use restrictions. 


This year’s work plan for the Board includes continued work on a comprehensive road 
maintenance and improvement plan, initiation of a project with NH-DOT to add supplemental 
fire protection measures to several covered bridges, continued study of the West Swanzey 
Water Company, the Route 32 sidewalk project, as well as the culmination of the North 
Swanzey infrastructure improvements. In addition, plans will be made to rehabilitate Ash and 
Base Hill Roads upon the completion of the Route 10 project by the State. 


It is anticipated that the final report on the Homestead Woolen Mills Dam feasibility study will 
be received during the Spring of 2005. A consulting firm was retained by the State of New 
Hampshire to review the many issues surrounding the potential breach of the dam. Public 
information sessions will be scheduled after the final report is issued to review options and 
determine a plan of action. 


As mentioned earlier, the Town continues to grow at a steady rate. Residences are being built 
and new businesses are establishing themselves in Town. This continued growth, paired with 
the ever-increasing demands of Code and Fire review have resulted in the Selectmen 
recommending that the Code Enforcement Officer’s position be increased to a full-time. 


During 2005, the Selectmen will begin the process of conducting a comprehensive assessment 
of future facility needs for the Town and launch an evaluation/ planning effort to address the 
identified needs. As part of this assessment, the Town will need to consider the services 
provided today as well as those that will develop as the town grows. The assessment will take 
time, priorities will need to be set and choices will need to be made. It is important that a plan 
be established to ensure that the services that the Town’s residents and businesses expect are 
provided in an efficient, safe and timely manner. 


Again, we urge residents to read the reports of departments, boards, committees and agencies 
who endeavor, in limited space, to educate everyone on activities of the prior year and the 
challenges ahead for our Town. Key to meeting those challenges is the support of the people of 
Swanzey. Much of what happens in our town would not happen without volunteer efforts. If 
you have an interest - sports, hiking, biking, history, public safety, gardening, reading, working 
with kids or the elderly - we can use you! The efforts of volunteers, board, committee and 
commission members, firefighters, rescue and emergency management personnel, as well as 
the efforts of all employees the Town’s departments will allow the town to continue to meet 
future challenges.

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TOWN HALL 


The Town Hall staff provides a variety of services to the residents of Swanzey. It serves as a link 
between its citizens, part time officials, town departments and numerous boards and committees. 
Some of the services that frequently bring residents to Town Hall include motor vehicle registration, 
dog licensing, vital records and related licenses, assessment and land use inquiries, payment of taxes 
and sewer bills. Town Hall is regularly open Monday through Friday from 9 am to 5 pm, excluding 
holidays. If you have any questions regarding Town government, zoning or other matters, please call 
the Town Hall at 352-7411. 


As of January 2005, the Town Clerk’s Office has begun a new motor vehicle renewal procedure. The 
office will mail to your current address a motor vehicle renewal notice prior to the beginning of your 
month of renewal. The notice lists the vehicle(s) that require renewal(s) for that month. The owner 
may then mail the renewal notice letter and their checks for fees to the Town Clerk’s Office for their 
new registration(s). Please include a self addressed, stamped envelope, along with two checks, to the 
Town Clerk’s Office. To date, this process has generated positive feedback. 


In 2004, Town Hall unveiled the Town’s new website. While the site’s address remained the same 
(www.town.swanzey.nh.us), the new site allows the “webmaster” to have instant access to the site in 
order to post minutes, notices, employment opportunities, etc. In addition, the new website provides 
the Town with the opportunity to easily add new features. Over the next few months look for 
additional information regarding Town Departments, Planning and Zoning forms, etc. The site also 
includes a directory of Town officials, press releases, the monthly town calendar and links to State 
and Federal government sites. Also, many suggestions received via the “Feedback Form” on the 
website have been incorporated into the Town’s website. 


Another development in 2004 was the installation of the “assessing data base computer” in the main 
hall. This computer is available to the public and provides information regarding properties in Town. 
In addition, assessing information regarding Swanzey properties is also available through Vision 
Appraisal’s website (www.visionappraisal.com). 


“Swanzey Uncovered,” the Town’s newsletter, is published twice a year, in the spring and late fall. 
This newsletter covers the events of our Town’s departments and committees. If you have ideas for 
articles and other information that you would like to see included in “Swanzey Uncovered,” please 
contact Sandi Page at 352-7411. 


Also, during any given week, Town Hall is the setting for many varied activities, ranging from Town 
Board meetings to blood pressure screenings, flu shots, etc. by Home Health Care. You may also find 
representatives of your State and Federal governments holding “office hours” at town Hall. These 
activities, in addition to the usual Town government functions, serve to make the Town Hall a very 
busy place. 


The Town Hall staff would like to thank the Swanzey Girl Scouts and Brownies for their wonderful job 
of decorating the Town Hall during the holiday season. Also, thanks are extended to the Old 
Homestead Garden Club for maintaining the planters in front of Town Hall as well as several other 
public gardens. 


By participating in town government, each and every citizen makes Swanzey a better place. Your 
input, efforts and support is needed for the many community events and projects that make Swanzey 
special.

PLANNING BOARD 
2004 


During 2004, the Planning Board reviewed 15 applications for site plan review and 10 
subdivision applications (creating a total of 58 new lots), as well as numerous applications 
for signs, home occupations, boundary line adjustments and multi-and-new tenant 
occupancies. In addition to potential applicants to discuss proposed projects, conducted site 
visits and drafted proposed zoning amendments. 


During 2004, the Board also conducted informative reviews and public hearings on “A Plan 
for the Protection of Open Space” (the “Open Space Plan”), which was formally adopted on 
August 19th as part of the Swanzey Master Plan. 


Also, as in years past, the Board has had numerous discussions regarding various issues 
effecting Swanzey. The Board continues to grapple with often competing interests and goals. 
Housing is a perfect example. Swanzey continues to experience residential growth that 
impacts Town services, school infrastructure, in addition to one’s quality of life. On the 
other hand, housing of all types is desperately needed in Swanzey. Another example is how 
to protect open spaces while, at the same time, allowing for development. How to plan for 
and manage growth is not an easy task. It is extremely important that community members 
take the time to become informed and involved. 


Planning Board meetings are held on the first and third Thursday of every month at 7:00 pm 
at the Town Hall and the public is always encouraged to attend. In addition, questions 
regarding Planning Board matters may be directed to Town Planner Sara Carbonneau at the 
Town Hall (352-7411).

In addition, notices 
are published in the Keene Sentinel and sent by certified mail to all abutters. Agendas and 
minutes are available for review at the Town Hall or on the Town’s website at 
www.town.swanzey.nh.us 


The function of the ZBA is to consider applications from property owners for the following: 
requests for variances; requests for special exceptions; appeals from administrative 
decisions; and requests for equitable waivers from dimensional requirements. The action 
and powers of the zoning boards are strictly controlled by New Hampshire law. For example, 
criteria for granting variances have been established by New Hampshire case law. All towns 
must utilize that exact criteria and only if the applicant meets all the criteria, the variance 
can be granted. 


In 2004, the ZBA heard fifty-three cases. This is a 51% increase over the number of 
applications heard in 2003. Twenty-two were for special exception, twenty-eight were for 
variances (12 in 2003 versus 28 in 2004). It is thought that the increase in variance 
applications may be due to recent changes in New Hampshire case law, which makes 
obtaining a variance easier than it had been in the past. The Board also considered two 
requests for rehearing. In addition, the Board conducted four site visits. 


The Swanzey Zoning Ordinance is available on the Town’s website at 
www.town.swanzey.nh.us The Swanzey Zoning Ordinance was adopted in 1947 and 
numerous amendments to the ordinance have been made throughout the years. When 
zoning amendments are proposed, public hearings are held by the Planning Board in order 
to solicit input. For any zoning amendment to be adopted, it must be voted on by the 
citizens of the Town. The ZBA encourages Swanzey residents to take an active role in the 
development of regulations that effect each and every one of you.

CODE ENFORCEMENT DEPARTMENT REPORT 
2004 


The Code Enforcement Department currently consists of the Code Enforcement Officer and the Fire 
Inspector. Both of these positions are part time. The Code Enforcement Department holds regular 
office hours on Wednesday evenings from 7 to 8:30 pm and Wednesday afternoons by appointment 
only. Inspections and consultations are scheduled on an as requested basis. 


The Code Enforcement Department is responsible for the review and issuance of building permits, as 
well as conducting inspections during construction and issuing certificates of occupancy. In 
addition, the Code Enforcement Officer is charged with the responsibility of investigating and 
enforcing code and zoning violations, as well as reviewing for compliance with approved site plans. 
During the 2004 calendar year, the Code Enforcement Department issued 204 building permits. The 
estimated value of construction during 2004 was $10,837,935.00. 


Building in Swanzey has also been effected by new state laws-specifically the adoption of what is 
referred to as the “Statewide Building Code.” The Statewide Building Code includes the International 
Building, Plumbing, Mechanical, and Energy Conservation Codes as well as the National Electricity 
Code, all impacting commercial construction. In addition, the State adopted the International 
Residential Code for modular housing. “Stick-built” residential housing in Swanzey is regulated by 
the International Residential Code 2000 with minor amendments. These codes run hundreds of 
pages long, are very detailed, and require expertise and training in their administration. 


As Swanzey continues to grow, more attention should be given to the role and responsibilities of the 
Code Enforcement Department. To effectively meet the demand for services (including inspections 
relating to building projects, site plans, and other land use approvals; investigations generated as a 
result of citizen concerns; and enforcement of code violations) an expansion of the current 
department may be necessary in the near future.

2004 


2004 proved again to be a very busy year for the Swanzey Police Department. The 
commercial and residential growth in Cheshire County could be felt in the demands on our 
department’s resources. We have experienced close to a 20% increase in the number of calls 
we have responded to in the past two years without an increase in the number of officers 
available to handle these demands. Looking to the near future, I envision the demands on 
the Police Department’s resources being challenged at an even greater rate. All of the town’s 
resources will be taxed: Swanzey appears to be on the verge of dynamic and explosive 
growth. Looking at what this growth consists of and what growth is inevitable in the near 
term, our town services need to be ready to provide quality service to meet the rising 
demands. This explosive growth will certainly challenge all department heads to plan ahead. 
As our community’s population is growing, so is the development of our land with both 
commercial and residential construction. 


Wevve continued to strive to improve our customer service. Our officers have continued to 
work with two Neighborhood Watch Programs and we continue to regularly visit our 
elementary schools, interacting with both the staff and the students. We continued to build 
on our partnership with Monadnock Regional High School’s internship program. We had 
one high school student as an intern this past year and we also entered into a partnership 
with the New England Technical College by having a college freshman intern with us. We 
stand behind our Department’s Core Values; Fairness, Compassion, and Integrity. Our Core 
Values are the key to how we deliver our services. 


Our officers continue to attend professional development and advanced training programs to 
help us stay on the leading edge of law enforcement technology and concepts. As chief, I am 
actively involved in several county and state law enforcement committees, including being 
elected, for the second consecutive year, as the President of the Cheshire County Police 
Chief’s Association. I believe this involvement will benefit the Town of Swanzey. The 
Swanzey Police Department believes strongly in being a “team player.” We continue to focus 
on working harmoniously with other town departments to improve the quality of life in 
Swanzey. 


I am very proud to be a member of the Swanzey Police Department. Swanzey is fortunate to 
have caring and conscientious personnel in their police department. I would like to thank 
each and every one of our officers and support staff for their work ethic and job 
performance. 


I encourage members of the community to get to know their police officers. I look forward to 
citizens stopping by the station, asking questions, and learning what we do. I believe it is 
important for us to have a partnership with the community we serve.

SWANZEY FIRE DEPARTMENT 
2004 


The Selectmen of Swanzey appointed me Fire Chief in July 2004, and I would like to thank 
them and the Town for the opportunity to serve. Last year’s Town Meeting funded the part 
time chief’s position at $12,000 per year and I continue to be the primary, and sometimes 
only responder to weekday emergencies. 


During 2004 the department completed the switch to the high band frequency that 
neighboring communities use. Major funding came from the 2003 Assistance to Firefighters 
Grant and the State Interoperability Project. The new radios and pagers will enhance our 
safety and allow us to communicate with other federal, state and local agencies 


Maintaining an adequate water supply for firefighting will be the focus of training this year. 
The utility truck stationed at the Center has been outfitted to respond to medical 
emergencies and is small enough to traverse the covered bridge to the Matthews Road area. 
The possibility of a mass casualty incident at the airport, schools, or on the highways is 
being addressed with a cache of medical supplies and triage equipment funded through 
Homeland Security Grants. 


The shortage of manpower weekdays is a problem that must be solved. Swanzey continues 
to grow and we must plan now to respond effectively in the future. A new fire station, or 
emergency services center to house the fire and police departments, has been needed for a 
long time. Technology is making new fire apparatus safer and more effective. However, 
costs are outpacing the funding levels of our capital reserve accounts and new trucks 
require larger stations to house them. 


The companies continue raising funds to supplement the equipment the Town provides. 
Please patronize and donate when you can to these events. The members work hard at 


these events to ensure they are fun for the whole family. 


We are pleased to announce that Swanzey Fire Rescue Explorer Post #950 has been formed 
and eight young people are learning about the emergency services.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us 
assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit 
is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information

This last year was fairly wet throughout the spring and summer months. However, we 
finished the season with an active fall fire season. In order to meet increased demand for 
services, the Forest Protection Bureau was reorganized into three regions with smaller 
Forest Ranger Districts and over the last several years we have added two Forest Rangers. 
The fifteen state fire towers were the first to report on many fires throughout the state and 
they completed many other projects on the low fire danger days. The state implemented a 
program called Tower Quest to help citizens learn about fire towers and the need to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. The United States celebrated Smokey Bear’s 60% 
birthday in 2004, and celebrations were held throughout the state. Please help Smokey 


Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire smart and fire 
safe!

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
2004 


The Department of Public Works started the year with a bang. The winter was a very cold one, not in 
terms of severe below zero, but just plain below freezing cold weather. Twenty-five out of the thirty- 
one days in January the temperature never topped freezing. In February the temperature rebounded 
and was more normal for our operation. There wasn’t an over abundance of snow storms to deal 
with in the first three months of the year, nor was there much towards the end of the year. The 
spring and summer months proved once again to be wetter than normal and that brought on its’ own 
set of problems. The gravel roads were more of a chore to maintain due to the extra moisture. 
Though it was wet, we were able to dodge most of the severe storms except one in August. In 
September there was a hard rain storm that brought over 4 inches of rain. Fall was pleasant and 
allowed the crew to catch up on the odd jobs that needed to be finished. 


We had numerous road projects, the largest was paving a portion of Troy Hill Road. Because that 
section of the road was too narrow to just pave, the crew spent approximately six weeks grubbing, 
cutting brush, removing four large trees, blasting rocks, resetting driveway culverts, and stoning the 
ditches. The crew was able to take an occasional break from the road work and care for some of the 
other jobs that needed their attention. I am proud of the work my crew was able to accomplish with 
the many varied projects we had facing us. 


We also were able to grade and pave a portion of Pebble Hill Road giving us paved road on all the 
hills that lead to Winch Hill Road. Completely this part of the project cleared up one of the many 
problem intersections in town. 


As part of our annual catch basin cleaning program several basins on Main Street were found to be 
in desperate need of repair. That was another unanticipated job that took our time and money away 
from other projects. 


Many thanks go to Bob Nass of the Swanzey Youth Soccer League and Kerry Kelly of Swanzey Cal 
Ripken Baseball and all those individuals who helped or donated to build a new playground at Lane 
Field. It was a very much needed project and was a vast improvement over the old equipment. 


I guess it is out of the question to ask for average or normal weather. That is what keeps this job 
interesting. Please feel free to call the Public Works Department at 352-7116 if you see something on 
the roads that needs attention or if there is a street light out, maybe we know about it, but maybe we 
haven’t found out about it yet.

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RECYCLING CENTER/TRANSFER STATION 
2004 


Swanzey is a growing town and it shows. Your tonnage processed is up again; 2,662 tons, a 
6% increase over 2003. That’s 25,700 lbs. every day we are open! Markets have been good 
in 2004, and we have returned $90,000 (includes drop-off fees) in income to the Town. 
Markets for recyclables are forecast slightly downward in 2005 but should still remain 
healthy. 


Our construction/demolition debris recycling is doing very well. We recycled 420 tons (up 
26% from 2003). Unfortunately, costs have increased, but still remain cheaper than 
landfilling, forcing us to raise our drop-off fees. “C&D” recycling still remains a bargain for 
the Town and its taxpayers, as well as making sense environmentally. 


The market for recycled glass still remains depressed and will remain so for the foreseeable 
future. Any revenue received will not even cover shipping costs. For this reason, we have 
recently purchased a used glass crusher which, when ready this spring, will further process 
the glass so it can be used in construction projects, filling, grading, improving the rail/trail 
beds, and the like. At this point, we will be able to recycle almost all grades of glass which 
will further reduce operating costs. We will let you know as this develops. 


Electronics recycling, computers, TVs, stereos, microwaves, etc., is quickly coming of age. 
We have been watching these programs for several years, and with costs coming down and 
with more towns successfully implementing programs, we feel that it is time for Swanzey to 
consider this program. While disposal costs are somewhat higher, we have to consider the 
R.B.S. (really bad stuff), such as mercury and lead, which should be removed from the waste 
stream. The increased disposal costs would be borne by those actually disposing of the 
items not by the general public. Further information will be provided in the upcoming year. 
Please let us know your thoughts. 


And once again, thank you for your cooperation and support during another busy and 
successful year.

SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 
2004 


Park Construction began construction on the North Swanzey sewer, water, road, and 
drainage project on July 6, 2004. Work began on the east side of Wilson Pond and 
progressed in both north and south directions from the pump station #2. 


The work to cross the airport to connect the sewer lines to the Keene Wastewater Treatment 
Facility began shortly after Thanksgiving and was finished before Christmas. 


After the winter shutdown in mid January, work will start up the first part of April. 
Completion of this project is forecast for the end of the 2005 construction season. 


The Haley Park Project on Route 10 will add an additional 60 users to the West Swanzey 
Wastewater Treatment Plant by the year end. 


The EPA discharge permit for the West Swanzey Wastewater Treatment Plant scheduled for 
early 2004 has not yet been issued. The EPA has promised the permit for early 2005.

The total cost of home care services provided for a partial fee or at no charge to income 
eligible residents in 2004 was $32,741. We anticipate that the town funding will contribute 


$16,000. to the cost of home care and $5,000. for the Meals-On-Wheels Program for 
Swanzey residents. 


For 2005, we request an appropriation for $16,000. to continue home care services for 
residents and $7,079. for the Meals-On-Wheels Program. Thank you for your consideration. 


REPORT OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
2004 


The Health Department is responsible for monitoring both drinking and swimming water at 
several locations, inspections of foster homes, day care and preschool facilities, investigation 
of housing complaints, septic system inspections, assistance in lead paint inspections and 
miscellaneous public health complaint investigations.

The Precinct voted to establish an expendable trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Water Rate Stabilization Fund for the purpose of offsetting 
(or mitigating) impacts of debt service on future water rates and raise and appropriate the 
sum of $24,600 toward this purpose. 


Article 6. There was a short discussion of general matters concerning the Precinct.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Swanzey, in the County of Cheshire, in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting and elections will be held 
at the Monadnock Regional High School in said Swanzey on Tuesday, the 
eighth of March, next at 7:00 o’clock in the afternoon to act on the following 
subjects: 


Article 1: To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
Article 2: To vote by ballot on the following question submitted by petition: 


“Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 40:13 (known as SB 2) to allow 
official ballot voting on all issues before the Town of Swanzey on the second 
Tuesday of March?” 


Article 3: To vote by ballot on the following amendment to the Town of Swanzey 
Zoning Ordinance: 


Are you in favor of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the Planning Board for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Delete Existing Section VII - Wetlands Conservation District 
Replace with: 


SECTION VII 
WETLANDS CONSERVATION DISTRICT 
(Amended March 8, 2005) 


A. PURPOSE 

1. By the authority granted in NH RSA 674:16-17 and 20 and in the interest of 
public health, safety and general welfare, the Swanzey Wetlands Conservation District is 
hereby enacted to regulate the uses on those lands defined as wetlands: 
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a. To prevent the development of structures and land uses on wetlands which 
would contribute to the pollution of surface and groundwater; 

b. To prevent the destruction of natural wetlands which provide flood protection, 
groundwater recharge, pollution abatement, the augmentation of stream flow during dry 
periods, and valuable wildlife habitats. 

c. To prevent unnecessary or excessive expenses to the Town to provide and 
maintain essential service and utilities; 

d. To encourage those uses that can be appropriately and safely located in 
wetlands areas; 

e. To preserve and enhance those aesthetic values associated with the wetlands 
of this Town. 


B. DISTRICT BOUNDARIES 

1. The Swanzey Wetlands Conservation District is defined as those areas of the 
town that are inundated or saturated by surface water or groundwater at a frequency 
and duration sufficient to support, and that under normal conditions does support, a 
prevalence of vegetation typically adapted for life in saturated soil conditions. The 
Wetlands Conservation District is sometimes referred to herein as “wetlands” or “wetland 
areas.” 


C. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1. In all cases where the Wetlands Conservation District is superimposed over 
another zoning district in the Town of Swanzey, that district whose regulations are more 
restrictive shall apply. 

2. Boundary Appeals. In the event that the Selectmen, Conservation 
Commission, Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Code Enforcement Officer or 
the Health Inspector, showing just cause, questions the accuracy of the boundaries of a 
Wetland area on a specific parcel of land, the accuracy of the boundaries shall be 
determined by a certified wetland scientist (as defined by RSA 310-A:76,II-a), with 
associated costs to be the responsibility of the Applicant (RSA 676:4,I(g)). 


D. USES PERMITTED 
Uses permitted in the Wetlands Conservation District, provided that all required permits 
have been obtained, are as follows: 

1. Water impoundments, to the extent that wildlife considerations will allow and 
construction of wells for water supply; 

2. Drainage ways, streams, creeks or other paths of normal runoff water; 

3. Wildlife habitat development and management; 

4. Parks and such recreation uses as are consistent with the purpose and intent 
of Section C; 

5. Conservation areas and natural trails; 

6. Open spaces as permitted by subdivision regulations and other sections of the 
Ordinance; 

7. Forestry and Tree Farming in Wetlands. 

8. Agriculture in Wetlands. 

9. The construction or reconstruction of fences, footbridges, catwalks, wharfs 
and structures that enhance the site as wildlife habitat provided: 

a. Said structures are constructed so as to permit the unobstructed flow of 
water; and 

b. The natural contour of the wetlands is preserved. 

10. Alteration of the surface configuration of the land by filling or dredging 
provided that: 

a. The alteration enhances the wetland wildlife aspect of the site; and 
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b. The natural contour of the wetland is preserved. 
11. Construction of streets, roads and other access ways, and pipelines, 
powerlines and other transmission lines. 


E. SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

1. No leach field or dry well may be located closer than one hundred twenty five 
(125) feet to any designated wetland. In instances of septic failure, certified to by the 
Town of Swanzey Health Officer, the one hundred twenty five (125) foot requirement is 
waived if a licensed septic designer certifies to the Health Officer that a one hundred 
twenty five (125) foot setback is not possible; in that event, the system can be replaced to 
State specifications. 


2. Wetland areas will not be used to satisfy minimum lot area and setback 
requirements and may not be used when applying a residential density factor. 


The following warrant articles will be addressed during the business 
portion of the Town Meeting beginning at 7:00 p.m. in the gym of the 
Monadnock Regional High School. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$ 3,744,023 which represents the recommended operating budget for the 
following purposes:

Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of

adopted in 2004, or take any action thereon. (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$17,140 representing the balance of funding (salary, benefits and payroll related 
costs) required to expand the Code Enforcement Officer’s position to full time, or 
take any action thereon. (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize Selectmen to enter into a 
three year lease agreement for the purpose of leasing and outfitting three police 
cruisers and raise and appropriate the sum of $27,000 for the first year’s 
payment for that purpose, or take any action thereon. (Recommended by 
Selectmen) 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 


$ 27,652 for the purpose of retaining (after July 1) the replacement police 
officer’s position established in 2003 with grant funding that provided for 
assignment of a town police officer to the NH Attorney General’s Drug Task Force 
(Drug Task Force), or take any action thereon. The assigned officer will be 
completing work with the Drug Task Force and returning to duty within the 
Town after July 1, 2005. Funding of this article will provide for retention of the 
replacement officer resulting in 11 full time sworn officers serving in the town 
including the School Resource Officer. (Recommended by Selectmen)

2004 


The Carpenter Home is an Assisted Living Facility for the elderly and is located on 230 acres in 
Swanzey across from the Town Hall and the Monadnock Regional High School. Lucy Carpenter left 
along with the home and land, a sizeable restricted endowment to the Town of Swanzey. The Home 
provides assisted living services in a comfortable rural setting to both private pay and Medicaid 
recipients. 


The Home has recently received an expanded license, which enables the Home to care for up to 16 
residents. The Home currently can comfortably house up to 14 residents. We currently serve 13 
residents. Although resident census has not yet reached capacity, steps are being taken to do so and 
progress continues to be made toward that goal. 


The Home continues to undergo changes in operations and programs, work continues on deferred 
maintenance issues, and a new administrator has been installed. Updates were made to the heating 
system and new floors were added to some of the rooms. 


The Selectmen have contracted with a forestry company to harvest timber from the property as an 
additional revenue source to the Town. 


Administrator Dawn Rice arrived in August. She hosted an Open House in October that allowed 


residents, their families, staff and the public to meet her as she began her tenure at the Carpenter 
Home. 


During 2004, the residents of the Home exchanged Valentines, had a Halloween Open House and 
had a visit from Santa during their Christmas party. Our residents looked forward to weekly visits 
from the special education students from Monadnock Regional High School. The students have been 
very good to the residents by donating Christmas wreaths for the house and giving poinsettia plants 
to each resident this past holiday season. The students also do arts and crafts projects with the 
residents every week. The residents also attended The Nutcracker ballet. 


We continue to improve the quality of our services, and it is our hope that in turn it improves the 
quality of life for our residents. Gail Davis has joined us as activities director. She has established a 
daily program with the residents to do crafts, exercise, gardening games, manicure for all the ladies 
and more. We also have a beautician that comes to the home on a monthly basis and gives haircare 
to the residents. We will welcome anyone who would like to come in and volunteer. We also have 
some very active seniors who would appreciate someone who could occasionally provide 
transportation to activities in the community. If you are interested in volunteering, or helping in any 
other way, please call me at 352-2269. 


Please help us to continue to make the Carpenter Home a valuable resource to the Town of Swanzey. 
The Carpenter Home intends to maintain financial independence while continuing to provide quality 
assisted living services to seniors in the Monadnock Region.

SWANZEY BICYCLE/PEDESTRIAN COMMITTEE 
2004 


The Swanzey Bike-Ped Committee has been busy improving the Ashuelot Rail Trail corridor from Pine 
Street to Sawyers Crossing Road. The Committee, along with a group of other volunteers, has 
improved 1,000 feet trail with recycled glass and shurpac. In addition, the trail has been trimmed 
and culverts cleared. Over 145 volunteer hours have made all this possible. The next step is to 
improve the signage where the trail crosses paved roads. 


Special thanks to Terry Mark, owner of Clearwater Pool and Spa, who donated time and equipment 
to the project, as well as to John Summers’ Back Country Sports, Keats Equipment and Northeast 
Soils & Sitework for providing equipment and expertise, making all of this work possible. 


This year, the Town was notified that it was awarded a State of NH Transportation Enhancement 
Grant. This grant will enable the rail trail from Route 101 to Sawyers Crossing Road to be improved, 


providing for better access and use by bicyclists, pedestrians, equestrians and, of course, it will be 
great for snowmobilers. 


In addition, the Committee sponsored a “bike the bridges tour” on Old Home Day. It was a great 
tour, so mark your calendar for this year’s Old Home Day, scheduled for Sunday, July 17%. 


The goal of this committee is to make sure that the Town of Swanzey remains friendly to equestrians, 
bicycling, pedestrians and snowmobiles. Through volunteer efforts, we hope to improve trails and 
roads so that the next time you want to get a newspaper you might take the bike, horse or walk 
instead of using your car and all that fuel! 


The Committee meets on the first Monday of each month at 7:00 pm at the Swanzey Town Hall.

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SWANZEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2004 


The Swanzey Conservation Commission (SCC) consists of seven regular members and two alternates, 
all of whom volunteer their time to try to help maintain or improve the quality of the air, soil, water, 
plants, animals, and other natural resources of the Town. We meet the second Tuesday of each 
month in the Town Hall at 7:00 pm. 


SCC reviews project proposals with respect to their environmental impacts. Frequently these reviews 
involve site walks. 2004 saw a very large number of new development proposals, including those for 
over forty new houses, over thirty multi-family units, plus continued construction of 90 other 
apartments. A new bridge over California Brook on West Street is also “in the works.” The Wilson 
Pond area is undergoing a major project with water and sewer hook ups and the residents will be 
connected to the Keene Wastewater Treatment Plant in late 2005. In addition, many requests for 
wetland permits came before the Commission. The new “Permit-by-Notification” Program of the NH 
Department of Environmental Services (DES), designed to help individual homeowners with 
expedited approval of their projects, came along in 2004, and placed more demands on the 
Commission. 


SCC is responsible for monitoring land parcels under the former Land Conservation Investment 
Program (LCIP), now called the Conservation Land Stewardship (CLS) Program. Conservation lands 
Honey Hill, Mount Cresson, the Muster property, and the Swanzey Lake dam area were checked and 
reports were submitted to the State. A parcel of approximately 80 acres in North Swanzey was 
donated to the Monadnock Conservancy (MC) by Larry Page. Another 53 acres in the same area (also 
including 170 acres in Marlborough) had a conservation easement donated to the Society for the 
Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) by John Northcott. We are indeed fortunate to have such generous 
private landowners and non-profit organizations like MC and SPNHF helping towns retain such open 
space assets that most towns could never afford to buy. Other town owned properties were also 
monitored. 


Members attended several workshops on land resource management, new environmental regulations, 
wildlife habitat, etc. Work is ongoing with the Southwest Region Planning Commission (SWRPC) and 
the Monadnock Conservancy (MC) in obtaining and studying maps of natural areas of the town. 
Working with the NH Fish and Game Department, wildlife habitat maps for the town have also been 
obtained. We also participated in a workshop to continue to develop the NH Statewide 
Comprehensive Outdoor Recreation Plan (SCORP). SCC continues to participate in the Swanzey 
Open Space Committee. Members attend some meetings and hearings of the Planning Board, Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, and/or Selectboard where environmental matters are involved. Some SCC 
members also attend meetings of the Bicycle/ Pedestrian Committee and two are members of the 
Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC). 


Violations of environmental regulations and complaints of alleged violations are also investigated. 
One of our projects completed this year was the restoration of an illegal excavation of a river bank 
which required extensive paperwork with The State of New Hampshire to be allowed to accomplish 
the task. Illegal dumping of trash, appliances, and tires along town roads continues to be a problem. 
We also endeavor to answer various environmental related questions and concerns from citizens 
throughout the year. 


Some SCC members provided nature related educational activities to the children at the Swanzey 
Lake Summer Camp. We sponsored two campers to the Barry Conservation Camp and offered a 
scholarship for a Swanzey resident who is a senior at Monadnock Regional High School and intends 
to major in the environmental field. SCC funds were also expended to support the publication of 
twenty-five Open Space Plans. The Commission voted to contribute $2,000 toward the Homestead 
Dam feasibility study. 
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The SCC also has committed resources to an Ashuelot River cleanup scheduled for 2005. Our 
annual canoe trip down the river occurs in early May with all interested persons invited. Watch for 
publicity in the spring with phone numbers to call if you are interested. 


The Commission was also in communication with the “California Brook Natural Area Working 
Group,” which is trying to preserve open space in the western hills of the Town. 


SCC offers special thanks to Jean Blood who retired from the Commission this year after many years 
of faithful service and to Deb Crowder for her several terms as chair. 


Despite the crush of regulatory duties, the Commission does hope to make time for more positive 
projects in 2005, such as road cleanups, plantings, and habitat work. Precious little land in 
Swanzey is reserved for open space; SCC requests that at least the usual amount be appropriated to 
the Conservation Capital Reserve Fund to help preserve the Swanzey that we all know. 


From time to time, vacancies do occur on the Commission. If you would like to help Swanzey’s 


environment by serving on the Commission please contact Sara Carbonneau at Town Hall or any 
Commission member. Thank you.

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ASHUELOT RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
2004 


The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was established in 1994 one year after the 
Ashuelot River was enrolled into the State Rivers Management and Protection Program. 

Members, nominated by local municipal officials and appointed by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Environmental Services (DES), have been educated in a broad array of issues 
associated with the river and its watershed. It is the hope of the Committee to be a resource that 
works well between the interests and concerns of the citizens in the watershed and State authorities. 


The volunteer Ashuelot River Water Quality Monitoring Program, in conjunction with DES Volunteer 
River Assessment Program (VRAP), is in its fourth season. Ten sites were sampled along the river’s 
64 miles from Washington to Hinsdale. Analyses were done for E.coli, temperature, pH, total 
phosphorus, dissolved oxygen (DO), turbidity, and conductivity with the City of Keene donating lab 
services for E. coli. ARLAC members, working with community volunteers, participated in a spring 
training session, leading into a five month effort of sampling once a month from May through 
September. Donna Hanscom of the Keene Wastewater Treatment Facility presented a summary of the 
samplings to ARLAC and monitor volunteers in November. Continued monitoring and public 
education will keep the Ashuelot River the vital community resource that it is today. 


A regular task for the committee is to review and comment on state permit applications within the 
river corridor that may have potential impacts on the river. This year we submitted comments on 
projects proposed in Washington, Gilsum, Surry, Keene, and Winchester. These included 4 site 
specific applications, 8 wetlands applications, 1 wetlands complaint, and 1 shoreland protection 
complaint. 


ARLAC continues to be involved in dam removal efforts, commenting on the proposal to 
decommission the Fiske Mill Dam in Hinsdale and participating as a member of the Homestead Dam 
Feasibility Study Advisory Group. This group was established to assure public input during the Dam 
Feasibility Study performed by the consultant team of Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc. The goals are 
to 1) attain dam safety, 2) provide fish passage, and 3) ensure the safety of the Thompson Covered 
Bridge. 


With input from ARLAC, the Nature Conservancy, in collaboration with the Monadnock Conservancy, 
Society for the Protection of NH Forest, and Southwest Region Planning Commission created a 
watershed based land protection plan for the Ashuelot Watershed. The Ashuelot Watershed was 
chosen as a priority area for its large unbroken swaths of undeveloped lands, forested areas and 
conservation land. 


The committee meets each month on the third Tuesday evening in the Keene. The local advisory 


committee invites citizens and town officials to contact their local ARLAC representatives or the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission for more information.

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OPEN SPACE COMMITTEE 
2004 


In early 2003, with a grant from the Monadnock Conservancy and Southwest Region Planning 
Commission, the “original” Open Space Committee began work on developing a plan for land 
conservation. The hard work of this “original” committee culminated in the adoption of “A Plan for 
the Protection of Open Space, dated August 2004.” This plan was formally adopted on August 19, 
2004 as part of the Town’s Master Plan. The Open Space Plan recommended that the “Selectmen 
should establish a standing Open Space Committee.” The “new” Open Space Committee was 
established by the Board of Selectmen in October 2004. 


The Committee is comprised of representatives from town government, land use committees, and 
town residents. It receives technical assistance from the Southwest Region Planning Commission 
and the Monadnock Conservancy and other interested parties, town residents and former committee 
members who serve as advisors. 


During the 1990’s, the town grew nearly twice as fast in population and new housing as Cheshire 
County as a whole. In response, the Town’s Master Plan emphasized the need to preserve the rural 
character of the community. The Master Plan calls for action to identify and protect high priority 
open space in town. This is one of the functions of the “new” Open Space Committee. 


A full copy of the Open Space Plan is available at the Swanzey Town Hall, Mt. Caesar Library, and 
Stratton Free Library. It is hoped that the plan will also be available in the near future on the Town’s 
Website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us 


We invite residents to contact any member of the Open Space Committee, Sara Carbonneau at the 
Town Hall or the Monadnock Conservancy with questions about conservation easements or other 
land protection options. We welcome interested residents to participate in the work of the Open 
Space Committee.
